Sec. 12-603.1. Driver and passenger required to use
safety belts, exceptions and penalty.

(a) Each driver and front seat passenger of a notor
vehicle operated on a street or highway in this State shal
wear a properly adjusted and fastened seat safety belt;
except that, a child less than 6 years of age shall Dbe
pr ot ect ed as required pursuant to the Child Passenger
Protection Act. Each driver under the age of 18 vyears and
each of the driver's passengers under the age of 18 years of
a notor vehicle operated on a street or highway in this State
shal | wear a properly adjusted and fastened seat safety belt.
Each driver of a notor vehicle transporting a child 6 years
of age or nore, but less than 16 years of age, in the front
seat of the notor vehicle shall secure the child in a
properly adjusted and fastened seat safety belt.

(b) Paragraph (a) shall not apply to any of the
fol | ow ng:

1. A driver or passenger frequently stopping and

leaving the vehicle or delivering property fromthe

vehicle, if the speed of the vehicle between stops does

not exceed 15 mles per hour.

2. A driver or passenger possessing a witten
statenent from a physician that such person is unabl e,
for nedical or physical reasons, to wear a seat safety
bel t.

3. A driver or passenger possessing an official
certificate or |license endorsenent i ssued by t he
appropriate agency in another state or country indicating
that the driver is unable for nedical, physical, or other
valid reasons to wear a seat safety belt.

4. A driver operating a notor vehicle in reverse.

5. A nmotor vehicle wwth a nodel year prior to 1965.

6. A notorcycle or notor driven cycle.

7 A notorized pedal cycl e.

8. A notor vehicle which is not required to be
equi pped with seat safety belts under federal |aw.

9. A motor vehicle operated by a rural letter
carrier of the United States postal service while
performng duties as a rural letter carrier.

(c) Failure to wear a seat safety belt in violation of
this Section shall not be considered evidence of negligence,
shall not limt the liability of an insurer, and shall not
di m ni sh any recovery for damages arising out of the
owner shi p, mai ntenance, or operation of a notor vehicle.

(d) A violation of this Section shall be a petty offense

and subject to a fine not to exceed $25. 1n addition to the

fine and any other financial assessnents or penalties, a $5

surcharge shall be inposed for a violation of this Section

The $5 surcharge shall be collected by the circuit clerk and

di sbursed in the manner provided in Section 5-9-1.12 of the

Uni fi ed Code of Corrections.

(e) No notor vehicle, or driver or passenger of such

vehicle, shall be stopped or searched by any |aw enforcenent
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officer solely on the basis of a violation or suspected
violation of this Section.

27.5)

Sec. 27.5. (a) Al fees, fines, costs, additional
penal ti es, bail bal ances assessed or forfeited, and any ot her
anopunt paid by a person to the circuit clerk that equals an

amount less than $55, except the $5 surcharge on the fine

i mposed for a violation of Section 12-603.1 of the 1llinois

Vehicle Code or a sinmlar provision of a |local ordi nance and

except restitution under Section 5-5-6 of the Unified Code of
Corrections, reinbursenent for the costs of an energency
response as provided under Section 5-5-3 of the Unified Code
of Corrections, any fees collected for attending a traffic
saf ety program under paragraph (c) of Suprenme Court Rule 529,
any fee collected on behalf of a State's Attorney under
Section 4-2002 of the Counties Code or a sheriff wunder
Section 4-5001 of the Counties Code, or any cost inposed
under Section 124A-5 of the Code of OCrimnal Procedure of
1963, for convictions, orders of supervision, or any other
di sposition for a violation of Chapters 3, 4, 6, 11, and 12

47% shall be disbursed to the entity authorized by law to
receive the fine inposed in the case; 12% shall be disbursed
to the State Treasurer; and 41%shall be disbursed to the

county's general corporate fund. O the 12% di sbursed to the
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State Treasurer, 1/6 shall be deposited by the State
Treasurer into the Violent Crine Victins Assistance Fund, 1/2
shall be deposited into the Traffic and Crimnal Conviction
Surcharge Fund, and 1/3 shall be deposited into the Drivers
Educati on Fund. For fiscal vyears 1992 and 1993, anobunts
deposited into the Violent Crinme Victins Assistance Fund, the
Traffic and Crimnal Conviction Surcharge Fund, or the
Drivers Education Fund shall not exceed 110% of the anounts
deposited into those funds in fiscal year 1991.

(a) An offender may be sentenced to pay a fine which
shal | not exceed for each of fense:

(1) for a felony, $25,6000 or the amount specified
in the offense, whichever is greater, or where the
of f ender IS a corporation, $50,000 or the anount
specified in the offense, whichever is greater;

(2) for a dass A msdeneanor, $2,500 or the ampunt
specified in the offense, whichever is greater;

(3) for a Cass B or Class C msdeneanor, $1,500;

(4) for a petty offense, $1,000 or the anount
specified in the offense, whichever is |ess;

(5) for a business offense, the anount specified in
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the statute defining that offense.

(b) A fine my be inposed in addition to a sentence of
condi ti onal discharge, probation, periodic inprisonnent, or
I npri sonment .

(c) There shall be added to every fine inposed in
sentencing for a crimnal or traffic offense, except an
offense relating to parking or registration, or offense by a
pedestrian, an additional penalty of $5 for each $40, or
fraction thereof, of fine inposed. The additional penalty of
$5 for each $40, or fraction thereof, of fine inposed, if not
ot herwi se assessed, shall also be added to every fine inposed
upon a plea of guilty, stipulation of facts or findings of
guilty, resulting in a judgnent of conviction, or order of
supervision in crimnal, traffic, |local ordinance, county
or di nance, and conservation cases (except par ki ng,
regi stration, or pedestrian violations), or upon a sentence
of probation wthout entry of judgnent under Section 10 of
t he Cannabis Control Act or Section 410 of the Controlled
Subst ances Act.

Such additional anmounts shall be assessed by the court
i nposing the fine and shall be collected by the Crcuit Cerk
in addition to the fine and costs in the case. Each such
additional penalty shall be remtted by the Grcuit Cerk
within one nonth after receipt to the State Treasurer. The
State Treasurer shall deposit $1 for each $40, or fraction
thereof, of fine inposed into the LEADS Mintenance Fund.
The remaining surcharge anount shall be deposited into the
Traffic and Crimnal Conviction Surcharge Fund, unless the
fine, costs or additional anmounts are subject to di sbursenent
by the <circuit clerk wunder Section 27.5 of the C erks of
Courts Act. Such additional penalty shall not be considered
a part of the fine for purposes of any reduction in the fine
for tinme served either before or after sentencing. Not |ater

than March 1 of each year the GCrcuit Cerk shall submt a
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report of the amount of funds remtted to the State Treasurer
under this subsection (c) during the precedi ng cal endar year.
Except as otherw se provided by Supreme Court Rules, if a
court in inposing a fine against an offender |evies a gross
anount for fine, costs, fees and penalties, the anobunt of the
additional penalty provided for herein shall be conputed on
the amount remaining after deducting fromthe gross anount
levied all fees of the Grcuit Cerk, the State's Attorney
and the Sheriff. After deducting from the gross anount
| evied the fees and additional penalty provided for herein,
less any other additional penalties provided by |aw, the
clerk shall remit the net balance remaining to the entity
authorized by law to receive the fine inposed in the case.
For purposes of this Section "fees of +the GCrcuit derk”
shall include, if applicable, the fee provided for under
Section 27.3a of the Cerks of Courts Act and the fee, if
applicable, payable to the county in which the violation
occurred pursuant to Section 5-1101 of the Counties Code.

(c-5) In addition to the fines inposed by subsection
(c), any person convicted or receiving an order of
supervision for driving under the influence of alcohol or
drugs shall pay an additional $100 fee to the clerk. This
additional fee, less 2 1/2%that shall be wused to defray
adm ni strative costs incurred by the clerk, shall be remtted
by the clerk to the Treasurer within 60 days after receipt
for deposit into the Trauma Center Fund. This additional fee
of $100 shall not be considered a part of the fine for
purposes of any reduction in the fine for tinme served either
before or after sentencing. Not later than March 1 of each
year the Crcuit Cerk shall submt a report of the anount of
funds remtted to the State Treasurer under this subsection
(c-5) during the preceding cal endar year.

The Circuit COerk may accept paynent of fines and costs

by credit card froman offender who has been convicted of a
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traffic offense, petty offense or m sdeneanor and may charge
the service fee permtted where fines and costs are paid by
credit card provided for in Section 27.3b of the derks of
Courts Act.

(c-7) In addition to the fines inposed by subsection
(c), any person convicted or receiving an or der of
supervision for driving under the influence of alcohol or
drugs shall pay an additional $5 fee to the clerk. Thi s
additional fee, less 2 1/2% that shall be used to defray
adm ni strative costs incurred by the clerk, shall be remtted
by the clerk to the Treasurer within 60 days after receipt
for deposit into the Spinal Cord Injury Paralysis Cure
Research Trust Fund. This additional fee of $5 shall not be
considered a part of the fine for purposes of any reduction
in the fine for tinme served either before or after
sentencing. Not later than March 1 of each year the Grcuit
Clerk shall submt a report of the amount of funds remtted
to the State Treasurer under this subsection (c-7) during the
precedi ng cal endar year.

(d) In determning the anount and net hod of paynent of a
fine, except for those fines established for violations of
Chapter 15 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, the court shal
consi der:

(1) the financial resources and future ability of
the offender to pay the fine; and

(2) whether the fine will prevent the offender from
maki ng court ordered restitution or reparation to the
victimof the offense; and

(3) in a case where the accused is a dissolved
corporation and the court has appointed counsel to
represent the corporation, the costs incurred either by
the county or the State for such representation.

(e) The court may order the fine to be paid forthwith or

within a specified period of tinme or in installnents.
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(f) Al fines, <costs and additional anounts inposed
under this Section for any violation of Chapters 3, 4, 6, and
11 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, or a simlar provision of a
| ocal ordinance, and any violation of the Child Passenger
Protection Act, or a simlar provision of a |ocal ordinance,
shall be collected and disbursed by the circuit clerk as
provi ded under Section 27.5 of the Cerks of Courts Act.
